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University Park erupts into warzone

Like the riots at the 1968 Demo- 
cratic Convention, University Park got 
somewhat out of hand last Saturday night, 
when an Internet Web site-sponsored party 
erupted into madness. Police arrived at 
University Park around | a.m. on Sunday 
morning to find an estimated 300 people 
indulging in alcohol consumption and loi- 
tering, according to one SSU student who 
lives at the newly-constructed apartments. 

A University Park resident con- 
tacted FUKiTT.com, a nation-wide Web 
site that sponsors and advertises college 
parties, attempting to give high school stu- 
dents a better idea of what college life is 
really likeand to help make SSU more 
widely known on the World Wide Web. 
Sponsors from FUKiTT.com arrived at 
University Park with cameras and video 
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equipment, adding to the party atmosphere. 
In promotion of this event, one local con- 
venient store even donated 14 cases of beer 
to the students having the party. 

When Maryland State Troopers 
arrived at University Park around 10:30 
p.m. they found the area serene and un- 
eventful. Sometime after that a party be- 
gan on the second and third floors of build- 
ing 1404, and later moved to the outside 
parking lot and grass area. 

“The only reason it got out of 
hand was because of the cops,” said one 
student who witnessed the event from his 
living room window. “Sure, people were 
kind of loud, but they were not obnoxious 
or doing anything wrong. It wouldn’t have 
turned out the way it did if the cops had 
not been so rough in trying to end the 
party.” 

After students refused to quiet

concluded with a massive food fight in 


the Commons once students were 
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down or simply move the party inside, both 
Salisbury and Fruitland police officers, 
armed with mace, dogs and tear gas, at- 
tempted to end the party around | a.m. af- 
ter being called by a University Park RA. 
Ignoring the law against having open con- 
tainers outdoors, 
students threw 
their empty beer 
bottles at the 
dozen or so po- 
lice cars and the 
K9 police dogs. 
In what quickly 
became a riot, 
several students 
were allegedly 
maced and at 
least three were 
arrested, said one SSU student who was 
involved in the incident. 
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Like the riots at the 1968 
Democratic Convention,

“! was just chilling outside and 
having a good time, and next thing I know, 
somebody yells ‘Mace!’ and I was being 
pushed all around and people just went 
crazy.

When contacted about 
the endeavor, SSU po- 
lice stated that they were 
not involved, and Uni- 
versity Park Resident 
Assistants and Resident 
Directors were asked not 
to make any comments 
whatsoever about the 
event.

Cheney: Nothing to- apologize 


As the spy plane standoff entered 
its second week, Vice President Dick 
Cheney said Sunday the administration 
continued to be adamant about not apolo- 
gizing. “We have nothing to apologize for,” 
Cheney told NBC News. Though he main- 
tained the crisis will be solved shortly, he 
warned of long-term damage to the rela- 
tionship between the two countries. 

Cheney, appearing on NBC’s 
“Meet the Press,” said the U.S. spy plane 


that collided with a Chinese jet was in in-- 


ternational air space and just doing its job. 

He said both sides are engaging 
in “intense diplomatic activity’ but he of- 
fered no timetable on when the 24- 
membercrew detained in China would be 
returned. 

He refused to refer to the crew as 
hostages, saying that both sides need to stay 
away from “hot-button” words. Instead, he 
called the crew “detainees.” 

While some in Congress have 
vowed to retaliate with China by not pass- 
ing Most Favored Nation status when it 
comes up in June, Cheney noted that ev- 
ery day this crisis drags on strains ties be- 
tween the two countries. 


Hawaii’s educators on massive strike 


make enough money as a high school biol- 
ogy teacher, so she’s been spending after- 
noons working at a kennel. Now the ken- 
nel job is all she has. Strikes by 13,000 
public school teachers and 3,100 state uni- 
versity faculty members have shut down 
Hawaii’s public education system in what 
is believed to be the first labor action to 
paralyze an entire state’s public education 
system. 

About 180,000 public school chil- 
dren and 42,000 University of Hawaii stu- 
dents are out of school because of the strike. 

“All teachers I know have some 
other source of income. You cannot live on 
a teacher’s salary here,” Thuener said. 

Hawaii teachers’ salaries, which 
average about $40,400, are 18th in the na- 
tion in terms of average salary but come in 
last when that salary is adjusted for cost of 
living, according to figures from the Ameri- 

can Federation of Teachers. 

“Hawaii is worse off in the way 
that their salaries have not kept up,” said 
Kathleen Lyons, spokeswoman for 2.6 mil- 
lion-member NEA, the national parent of 
the Hawaii teachers union. “It’s the most 
expensive place to live in the United States 
yet their salaries don’t#eflect that.” 


Jews face crunch on Passover beef 


Shoppers will pay more for that 
kosher brisket on the table this Passover in 
the wake ofa fire that destroyed the nation’s 


biggest kosher slaughterhouse. 

The fire took place in December 
at ConAgra’s beef plant in Garden City, 
Kan. Supplies are also tight because of the 
recent stoppage of meat imports from Ar- 
gentina, which has been hit by foot-and- 
mouth disease, industry experts said. 

Around the country, kosher bris- 
ket now costs about 15 percent more at the 
grocery store than it did a few months ago, 
said Menechem Lubinsky, president of In- 
tegrated Marketing Communications, a 
New York marketing firm that specializes 
in the kosher market. 

With Passover beginning Satur- 
day night, some cities, most notably At- 
lanta and Los Angeles, have reported spot 
shortages of kosher brisket-because of the 
fire, Lubinsky said. Supplies in New York 
and Florida are adequate, but prices are 
high. 

Only a few slaughterhouses in the 
United States process kosher beef. 

For beef to be kosher, the animal 
must be slaughtered in keeping with Jew- 
ish dietary law. Only certain cuts of the 
animal are used, and the process must meet 
strict standards for cleanliness and qual- 


ity. 
Marines knew of Osprey problems 


A hydraulics system failure com- 
V-22 Osprey aircratt to crasn-mr-weceth? 
ber, killing four Marines, the corps said in 
a report Thursday. The corps acknowl- 
edged it had been aware since June 1999 
of a problem that could damage the hy- 
draulic line that failed. 

“The air crew reacted immedi- 
ately and correctly to the in-flight emer- 
gency, as they were trained to do,” Maj. 
Gen. Martin Berndt, commander of the 2nd 
Marine Expeditionary Force, told a Penta- 
gon news conference. “We consider them 
to be without fault in this tragedy.” 

Berndt said the report recom- 
mended — and Marine Corps headquar- 
ters concurs — that there be a “possible 
redesign of the hydraulic system” in the 
V-22 to prevent failures like the one in the 
December crash. 

The crash was one of two fatal 
Osprey crashes last year that killed 23 
Marines and put the fate of the controver- 
sial, multibillion-dollar aircraft program in 
jeopardy. 

A wire bundle had rubbed against 
a hydraulic line feeding both the primary 
and backup hydraulic systems to the left 
engine, chafing it and eventually allowing 

the line to rupture, Berndt said.

Dr. Harry Basehart was among 
the 12 recipients of the Regent’s Faculty 
Award for Excellence last Thursday, pre- 
sented by The University System of Mary- 
land Board of Regents to faculty. members 
across the USM. The faculty members 
were honored for their leadership in one 
of the areas of mentoring, public service, 
teaching, research, scholarship, and cre- 
ative activity. Basehart, a professor of 
political science in the Fulton School of 
Liberal Arts, will receive the award for 
public service and is one of three faculty 
members in the university system to re- 
ceive the honor. 

“These 12 educators, recom- 
mended by the Regents Faculty Award 
Committee, are the standard-bearers for 
the mission of higher education,” said 
board chairman Nathan A. Chapman, Jr. 
in a press release to Public Relations. 
“They have shown exemplary dedication 
in their chosen disciplines, and the Board 
is pleased to bestow its highest honor 
upon them.” Each award recipient will 
receive $1,000 and a plaque of recogni- 
tion for the honor. 

The Board of Regents established 
the Faculty Awards in 1995 to publicly 
recognize distinguished performance by 
educators and researchers within the Uni-

Through PACE, Basehart saw the comple- 
tion of 1,000 voter registration applications 
and absentee ballots this past October. 
PACE serves.as a means of undergraduate 





Dr. Basehart is the recipient of the Regent's 
Award for public service. 
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research in the area of government and as 
a resource for local officials. Basehart cre- 
ated the institute along with Francis Kane, 
a professor of philosophy at SSU. 
Basehart has served as a faculty 
member for 27 years on the SSU campus 
and in that time has become one of the 
University’s most respected professors. 
He has also received the Distinguished 
Faculty Award, voted on by the faculty. 

A Vietnam veteran, Basehart has 
worked to increase understanding be- 
tween Vietnam’and the United States. 

“Few faculty members have in- 
vested so much energy and expertise 
in making the possibilities of the high- 
est levels of citizenship real for our stu- 
dents,” said SSU President Dudley- 
Eshbach. The political science profes- 
sor has also been appointed to Gover- 
nor Parris Glendening’s Special Com- 
mittee on Voting Systems and Elec- 
tions Procedures. 

Basehart has managed a program 
that produces more interns serving in 
the General Assembly than does any 
other college or university in Mary- 
land. 

“In this community he has ex- 
emplified the belief that a part of each 
life is made complete by service to the 


common good,” said Salisbury Mayor

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Relations between the U.S. and 
China remain tense over a collision of a 
U..S spy plane and a Chinese fighter jet 
last week. Twenty-four Americans who 
were on board the aircraft are being de- 
tained by the Chinese government. De- 
spite both President Bush and Secretary 
of State Colin Powell’s expression of re- 
gret over the incident and the loss of the 
Chinese pilot’s life, the Chinese govern- 
ment has made it clear that only an apol- 
ogy is acceptable. U.S. officials assert 
that an apology would be an admission 
of guilt over the incident, and firmly deny 
that there was any wrong doing on the 
part of the U.S. plane. 

According to U.S. officials, the 
Navy intelligence-gathering plane was on 
a routine mission close. to China but in 
international airspace. Chinese fighter 


jets occasionally intercept these mission 
and PUneiterrerciiee. SETS UTES, wv. 


officials say, one Chinese jet flew too 
close to the American plane, and collided 
with it. The damage to the U.S. aircraft 
forced the crew to ask permission to en- 
ter Ch nese airspace and land. The Chi-

nese pilot is presumed dead, but has not 
been found yet. 

According to U.S. officials this 
is not the first instance of a Chinese pilot 
flying too close to American planes in in- 
ternational airspace. Last Christmas an 
American pilot complained that a Chinese 
fighter jet came within forty feet of the air- 
craft. A complaint filed with the Chinese 
government went unanswered. The issue 
of U.S. intelligence-gathering in interna- 
tional airspace has angered Chinese offi- 
cials for some time, even before this latest 
incident. They have expressed concern 
over the U.S. missions and demanded that 
they stop, but U.S. officials have main- 
tained that they are doing nothing wrong 
and are justified in their missions as long 
as they are in international airspace. 

The Chinese government claims 
thatthe NavndiPureiyet-was Struck by a 
swift and abrupt turn made by the U.S. ait 
craft. American military officials dismiss 
this claim saying that the U.S. aircraft used 
for these missions are too cumbersome to 
make such an abrupt movement as the 
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Chinese claim. They also stand firm be- 
hind their assertion that the U.S. aircraft 
was in international airspace. 

Once it was established that the 
US crew was safe and was being treated 
well by the Chinese, the next concern was 
whether the Chinese had seen or confis- 
cated any of the sophisticated spying 
equipment that was on the plane. Crew 
members of these intelligence-gathering 
aircraft are instructed to destroy the equip- 
ment in case of such a circumstance, but 
U.S. officials were originally uncertain 
whether or not the crew had time to do so 
given the fact the plane was in distress. 
The crew had in fact destroyed all sensi- 
tive material before the Chinese boarded 
the plane. The U.S. claim that the Chi- 
nese had no right to board the plane, call- 


ing it a “sovereign entitw’” of+b~ 11 
Sertion. 
As of the weekend, the U.S. was 


still trying to negotiate the release of the 
twenty-four crewmembers that are still be- 
ing held in China. Despite being treated 
well, they are being held against their will 
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and some U.S. officials are starting to call 
them hostages. It seems that the ransom to 
be paid for their safe return is an apology, 
an admission of guilt. The U.S. is unlikely 
to give into such a request. 

It appeared that tensions were on 
their way to easing when Colin Powell ex- 
pressed regret over the incident, followed 
by President Bush a few days later. The 
Chinese originally accepted the statement, 
but have since said that anything short of 
an apology is unacceptable. The widow of 
the pilot wrote a letter to President Bush 
that was published in a Chinese newspa- 
per, calling Bush and his administration 
“too cowardly” to issue an apology. Such 
heated words and others broadcast on state- 
owned television are only making the situ- 


ation worse. 
little progress has been made and the U.S. 


servicemen and women are still being held 
in China. It appears that both the U.S. and 
China are firmly entrenched in what they 
are willing to concede and what they want 


to hear, respectively.

Have you ever wondered where 
our culture has borrowed some of its 
more ridiculous Easter symbols and ritu- 
als? Well even though Peter Rabbit de- 
livering Easter eggs seems a tad stretched

of trivia: 

One of the 
best-known Easter 
symbols is that of 
the Easter egg. In 
ancient Egypt and 
Persia, people used 
to exchange deco- 
rated eggs at the 

spring equinox 
(they have always 
been symbolic of 
creation, fertility, and new life) to sym- 
bol the beginning of a new year. Eggs 
were soon after adopted by Christians and 
became a religious symbol. Before the 
media made everything commercialized. 
eggs were painted plain red, represent- 
ing the blood of Christ. The origin of 
hiding Easter eggs is not quite clear but

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Rabbits were a pre-Christian fertil- 
ity symbol as well. The first mention of the 
Easter Bunny and his eggs came from Ger- 
many in the late 1500s. It was believed that 
the Easter Bunny laid red eggs on Holy 
Thursday and multi-colored eggs the night 


before Easter Sunday. The Easter basket was 


later added to this onslaught of far-fetched 

ideas to represent the 
nest where the rabbit 
laid its eggs. 

In some coun- 
tries, baptism during the 
Easter week is a particu- 
larly interesting ritual. 
On Easter Monday, men 
wake up the women of 
the household with a 
“spritz of perfumed Eas- 
ter water’ while they 
whisper, “May you 
never wither.” On Eas- 
ter Tuesday, women 
wake the men with a bucket full of the 
scented water. 

Religious practices and traditions 
are very important to cultures, yet sometimes 
they seem a little over-the-top and stray from 
the main point they try to create. It is im- 
portant not to forget where things originate 
trom when we celebrate certain practices and 
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promotes thinking about our depth with 
relationship to the earth. | 

Hatley, a former Montana resi- 
dent, said he found the atmosphere of SSU 
to be dedicated and fun upon his ar- 
rival in 1990. He said he values a 
curriculum that places more empha- 
sis on thinking across boundaries 
rather than within them. 

“Il am pleased that SSU has al- 
lowed professors to pursue that way 
of teaching,” Hatley said. One par- 
ticular class on environmental stud- 
ies involved three professors from 
three different departments. This 
provided students with an economic 
view, ecological view, and philo- 
sophical view on the issues. 

Hatley’s interest in the natural 
world extends beyond the class- 
room. He is one of the founders for 
the Environmental Student’s Asso- 
ciation, he’s served as advisor for the Phi- 
losophy Club, and has been an active par- 
ticipant in the Outdoor Club, engaging in 
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various backpacking and hiking trips. 
Recently, the professor published 
a book on the Holocaust titled Suffering 
Witness. The novel addresses notions of 
forgiveness and outrage, particularly within 
the Jewish tradition. It also raises the ques- 
tion of why we continue to witness the Ho- 
locaust despite the pain it brings. “Students 
_are profoundly moved by it,” Hatley said. 
Hatley recently converted to Ju- 
daism and is very interested in fostering a 
stronger Jewish presence on campus. “The 
richness of cultures is important to me,’ he 
said. “It’s more than respecting differences, 
it’s learning how the world looks through 
other people’s eyes.” For this reason Hatley 
is excited about getting new additions to 
the staff. The department recently hired a 
Hindu thinker, so students can soon expect 
to find classes offered on Asian philoso- 
phies. 








Hatley has made himself at home 
here on the Eastern Shore. “The location 
makes it easy to get to conferences,” he 
said. “It’s nice being here.”
